I Derrick Michael Reid hereby declare that: 

1. I am the attorney of record, and I received in xay office on or 
about 9/20/02, a 9/10/02 notice of abandonment for the eO^ove- 
referenced patent applications. 

2. On 9/24/02, I checked my coirqputer files, and examined the 
contents of file "D362amd.doc", and found that the file was 28KB in 
length and dated by my computer on 1/24/02. 

3. I keep my computer date and time clock accurate to within one 
hour for changes in daylight saving times. 

4. I then checked my billings for the month of January 2002, and 
realized that I was in my personal office that day of 1/24/02. I do 
not have a secretary, and my regular routine is to personally 
position papers for mailing by the exit door upon printing, and 
pick them up as I leave for home, stopping by the postal drop box 
on my way home, and I do personally mail amendments that are 
printed at home for filing, as my regular method of mailing.
